Harry Striker, age 62 years, died 
late Friday afternoon 
at the Dr. 
Sexton hospital, following an opera­ 
tion for compaction of the bowels. 
Mr. Striker was taken to the hospi­ 
tal early in the afternoon for the op­ 
eration, it being a last effort to save 
his life, as he had been suffering for 
the past week with complete intestin- 
obstruction. 
He died shortly after 
the operation, which was performed 
at six o'clock. 
The deceased was a veteran em­ 
ploye of the Indianapolis and Cin­ 
cinnati 
Traction 
Compay, 
having 
been an employe of that company 
since June 16th, 1906. 
Ho had no 
immediate relatives 
living, except 
two cousins, John Lindale of Glen- 
wood, and Mrs. Sue Putman of In­ 
al obstruction. He died shortly after 
years ago. 
He was a member of the 
Eagles Lodwe. 
The funeral services will be con­ 
ducted Monday afternoon at two o’­ 
clock at the home of Bert Ormers, 
corner Third and Julian streets, at 
whose home he had been staying. 
The Rev. B. F. Cato, pastor of the 
Main Street Christian church, will 
have charge of the services. Burial 
will take place in

cemetery. Friends may call at the 
home of Mr. Orme any time Sunday 
or Monday to view7 the remains.

FIREMEN H E CALLED TWICE 


Vat of Burning Asphalt Threatens 
Fire in Business District 


Large vat of roofing asphalt used 
in repairing a roof over The Mauzy 
Company store, and located at the 
rear of their building in East Third 
street, caused a dense 
smoke to 
settle over the businss district Fri­ 
day night and firmen were called 
twice to extinguish the fire. 
I he second time, the vat is said 
to have sprung a leak, and the pitch 
threatened to set tire to a pile of 
lumber and endangered automobiles 
that were parked. Workmen left a 
lire beneath the tank, it is 
said, 
which is contrary to a state law* re­ 
garding an unguarded) lire within 
tire limits. 
1 he second blaze was 
discovered in time to avoid what 
might have been a serious fire, as 
the burning asphalt was fast ap ­ 
proaching a large pile of lumber.

has 
been showing rapid gains, it is stated 
and a reorganization would 
prob­ 
ably put it on a paving basis 
and 
start the company on a prosperous 
era for the first time since the tra c ­ 
tion line was built more than twen­ 
ty years ago. 
Contrary to the evident purpose 
of tin* la.\v suit, its 
intent 
is 
to 
straighten out the tangled affairs of 
the company, which i- now in its se­ 
cond receivership, and 
instead 
of 
casting any reflection upon the man­ 
agement of Charles L. Henry, 
or­ 
ganizer and president since its be­ 
ginning, the complaint suggests 
a 
court order extending the receiver­ 
ship of Mr. Henry. 
Mr. Henry was appointed receiver 
of the company on April 3, 1925. He

Peru, Ind., 
Oct. 9*—Describing 
what he termed the “ dishonesty” of 
Democratic free trade 
arguments, 
Senator James E. Watson, 
candi­ 
date for re-election on the Republi­ 
can ticket, explained in an address 
at a Republican meeting here Friday 
night how the Democratic 
party 
i is endeavoring to align various ele­ 
ments of American society against 
one another in its tariff arguments. 
He said one group of people is told 
one story in an attempt to 
prove 
that free trade would be beneficial 
while an opposing group would 
be 
told an entirely different story. The 
senior senator reiterated the charge 
that every Democratic tariff measure 
that has been enacted into law has 
brought financial and business de­ 
pression to farming interests, labor 
and American industry. 
“ The industrial wage earner is be­ 
ing told by the Democratic 
candi­ 
dates he is paying too much 
for 
food,’’ Senator Watson said, “ due 
to existing tariff rates keeping out 
the cheap food products from other 
countries. He is told he has 
the 
right to buy wherever he can 
buy 
the cheapest, and to insure himself 
that right he should assist in 
re­ 
pealing the tariff on farm products, 
so that the American markets could 
be supplied with the 
eheap-land 
products of the Argentine,

Zealand, ami Canada, the 
cheap 
dairy products of Australia

Northern Europe, cheap fruit 
from 
Southern Europe and Central Amer­ 
ica, and cheap eggs from China. By

H arry M. Daugherty, former atto r­ 
ney General of the United 
States, 
and Colonel Thomas W. Miller, for­ 
mer custodian of alien property, was 
in the hands of a jury earlv today. 
The jury will resume deliberating 
at 10:30 a. m. It failed to reach 
a 
verdict in two hours’ consideration 
of the case last night and 
was 
taken to a hotel where each 
juror 
M as locked in a separate room. 
Daugherty and Miller are charged 
with conspiracy to deprive the gov­ 
ernment of their unbiased 
services 
while in office. It Mas charged they 
shared a bribe from the favored in­ 
terests in the aM’ard to Swiss claim­ 
ants of the $7,000,000 assets of the 
American Metals company, 
which 
uere impounded by this government 
as alien property during the war. 
The case was given the jury 
at 
.9:45 o’clock last night after feder­ 
al Judge Mack spent nearly 
two 
hours in reading his instructions. 
Judge Mack emphasized that nei­ 
ther defendant should suffer because 
they declined to take the 
uitness 
stand in their own defense and that 
the very conditions of a conspiracy 
ease made the study of circumstan­ 
tial evidence essential.

Haul of Gary Police Who Will File 
Charges For Violating Liquor 
Law— Big Still Discovered 


PLANT TO BE DESTROYED 


Gary, Ind., Oct. 9 (U.R)— Charges 
of violating the state hone dry law, 
w ill be filed against nine men arrest­ 
ed by Gary police in their capture 
of 14,000 gallons of alcohol and a 2,- 
500 gallon capacity still last night, 
it M’as announced today. 
Federal charges will not be filed 
until the s t a t e has finished M’ith the 
men, officers decided today after a 
conference M-ith the dry agents. 
Actylene torches were requistioned 
today to be used in destroying th 
huge liquor plant. 
A squad of eighteen picked police­ 
men led by Captain James Yodicka 
closed in on the plant, located in a 
factory building in the outskirts of 
Gary. 
An alarm system was set off as the 
police squad 
approached 
but the 
operators of the still found them­ 
selves surrounded. 
Value of the alcohol and the still 
was 
estimated by dry 
agents at 
$200,000. 
The still Mas said to be 
the largest ever captured in Indiana. 
The factory building 
Mas taken 
over several Meeks ago from a de­ 
funct firm M’ith announcement that a 
new industry would be established 
here. 
Anthracite coal was used to oper­ 
ate the still and the booze 
plant 
m a in t a in e d its own Mater system. 
Officers said the alcohol was to 
have been distributed through boot­ 
leg channels all over the middleM’cst.

Beardstown, 111., Oct. 9—(U.R)—En­ 
tirely surrounded by water and al­ 
most completely inundated, Beards- 
toM’n today faced the most serious 
danger of its two weeks of flood h a­ 
voc. 
The stage of the 
Illinois 
river 
shortly after daybreak was 
25.88 
feet, the highest in the history 
of 
the city. Added to this was 
the 
prediction by forecasters That 
the 
river would reach 26 feet today. 
A survey of the city by the United 
Press revealed that only 18 houses 
in the city are above the 
Maters 
which have overlhnved from broken 
levees and crept into the town. 
Hundreds of homes are 
entirely 
ruijied, the water having Reached 
the level of lower flood ceilings. Ap­ 
proximately 1,509 families are home­ 
less.

cultural sections to buy the pro- 
ducts of American industries. But 
the Democratic tariff advocate i is 
right in one particular—such a pol- 
icy would enable the industrial wage 
earner to buy his food 
cheaper— 


much cheaper; but, to be sure, he 
would not have any mon"y to buy 
them with. 


"The enemies of protection -urge 


the farmer to destroy the tarflif so 
that he may 
buy 
manufactured 


goods from the cheapest producers 
in the world. They urge the 
city 


wage earner to destroy the tariff 
so that he may buy food from the 
cheapest producers jn tb;e "worHi. 
But they do not stop there. In ad- 
dition, the enemies of the present 
tariff seek to array each class of 
agricultural producers -against pro- 
tection for other agricultural produ- 
cers, .and each class of industrial 
workers against protection for oth- 
er industries. The grain farmer is 
told there should be loss tariff, or 
no tariff, on fruits and nuts, or ve- 
getable oils, or sugar, or dairy pro- 
ducts, while the 
orchardist, 
the 


dairyman and the cattle raiser are 
told there should be no tariff 
on 


grain or grain preparations. The ir- 
on puddlcr, the pottery-worker and 
the steel roller arc told the price of 
clothing and all textiles is too high, 
due to the tariff, which should be 
repealed or radically lowered 
so 


that the textile products of Europe 


and Japan could flood the American 
markets and reduce'prices. The tex- 
tile ill operatives are told that the 
prices of chinaware, hardware, table 
cutlery, tools, etc.. are too high, 
due to the tariff, and that every- 
thing would be much lower if the 
tariff on such products were repealed 
so that the cheaply-made goods of 
Europe could flood the 
American 


markets. 


"This whole argument is essen- 


tially dishonest because if 
would 


have each one to whom it is direct- 
ed believe he would-prosper by the 


inauguration: of .an era of 
cheap- 


ness for (he products and labor of 
everyone else, and would leave with 
him the baseless assumption 
that 


this could be done without, at 
the 


same time, inaugurating an era of 
cheapness for the products of- his 
own labor or land and a correspond- 
ing reduction in his "own wage or 
income."
